When he won his fortune he retained his 
business, but retired last year.

DEPUTATION TO

OW Irish interests are being pro- 
tected in the promotion of the 
£2,500,000 scheme for the establishment 
of a harbour for trans-Atlantic shipping 
and an international air-port at Galway 
was explained to the Free State Minister 
for Industry and Commerce at Government 
Buildings yesterday by Mr. C. H. Clen- 
dinning, Chairman of the Trans-Atlantic 
Corporation, Ltd., and Sir Thomas Myles, 
one of the trustees of the company, which 
has been formed im the Free State to 
promote the scheme, the advancement of 
which they asked the Minister to support. 
It was explained to the Minister (who 
was accompanied by Mr. J. Ingram, 
Director of the Transport and arine 
Branch of the Department of Industry and 
Commerce) that the company was under 
the control of citizens of the Free State, 
the trustees being Sir Thomas Myles, Mr. 
G. A. Overend, solicitor, of Dublin; Mr. 
J. Buckley, chartered accountant, of 
Dublin ; Mr. T. J. W. Kenny, of Galway, 
and Mr. U. H. Clendinning. 
The deputation added that, in the 
making of appointments, the claims of 
Irishmen had been fully considered, and 
in every case Jrish firms appointed jointly 
with other nationals. 


OFFERS OF SUPPORT. 
The Minister was informed of the steps 
Which are being taken by the company 
internationally ; of tentative offers of sup- 
port which have been received from 
German and Dutch interests, and of a 
tentative suggestion which has been put 
forward by the committee, formed from 
representatives of the Free State, Great 
Britain, Canada, and Newfoundland at 
the Ottawa Commonwealth Conference. 

This committee, it was stated, recog- 
nised the key position which Ireland holds 
in any. future scheme for shortening the 
Atlantic passage by sea or air. With re- 
gard to the three main reports, Mr. Clen- 
dinning said that the technical report on 
the constructional side was to be prepared 
jointly by Sir John P. Griffith and Son, 
consulting engineers, Dublin, and Messrs. 
Good, Wilson, Mitchell and Vaughan-Lee, 
consulting engineers, London ; the commer- 
cial report by Messrs. Price, Waterhouse 
and Co., chartered accountants, London 
and New York, and Messrs. Hays, Akers 
and Hays, chartered accountants, London ; 
and the aviation report by Sir Alan 
Cobham. | 
A member of the deputation described 
their reception by the Minister as having 
been very friendly, and said that the 
Minister was obviously sympathetic 
towards the advancement of the project.

A letter was received from the Free State 
Local Government Department regarding the 
Board’s application for sanction to an over- 
draft of £30,000 to enable the Board to meet 
its expenditure on home assistance for the 
period ending March Slst next, which stated 
that the Minister had sanctioned an over- 
draft of £8,000 up to January Sl. 

The secretary informed the meeting that 
the Board owed to its treasurer approxi- 
mately £11,000 on December 31. He also 
had cheques amounting to about £11,000 to 
issue on January 1, but had not sent them 
out until he had got instructions from the 
Board as to how it proposed to meet their 
habilities, None of the dispensary doctors, 
district midwives, relieving officers or institu- 
tion officials, including nurses, was paid their 
quarterly salaries. The Board would require, 
at least, £20,000 to carry them through to 
the end of the financial year. . One of the 
doctors had written asking if there had been 
any mistake, as he had not got his cheque. 
He (the secretary) replied that there was no 
mistake. The Board of Health had applied to 
the Minister for sanction to an overdraft of 
£30,000, and he had sanctioned an overdraft 
of £8,000 only.

The merchants here are boycotting 
Soviet goods with a view to forcing the 
revision of the trade agreement which 
was concluded between Persia and the 
U.S.S.R. in October, 1931. At the same 
time the Press are continuing their 
campaign of bitter criticism of the Soviet. 

The Soviet Embassy has lodged an
